103,788 Americans Come to Canada 
Washington, D. C. — Immigration 
from the Unit d Bta'es to Canada is 
the subject of a statement just issued 
by the United States immigration 
bureau. During the twelve months 
ended March last, there were 74,918 
arrivals of aliens and citizens from 
Canada for permanent residence in 
the United Btates against 61,517 dur- 
ing the previous twelve months.

Importance of Brazeau. Coal 
Fields, 


The Edmonton Bulletin says: 
“The importance of the Brazeau 
coal fields is indicated by the ac- 
tivity of the railway companies in 
building: lines into the district. 
The G. T. P. have a line projected 
southwesterly from Wolf Oreek in- 
to the fields: the general manager 
of the C. N. R. announced in Cal- 
gary that that company would 
proceed with their line from Stet- 
tler to Rocky Mountain House; 
from Red Deer comes word that 
the plans of the Alberta Central 
have been approved at Ottawa and 
that construction work on that line 
has begun. It is possible the C. 
N.R. line west from Stettler is de- 
signed as a link in a new main 
line, being continued east to tap 
the present main line some- 
where in Saskatchewan and con- 
necting with the Edmonton-Van- 
couver line in the mountains. 
The other two lines are being 
built apparently for the express 
purpose of hauling out coal from 
the Brazeau country. This, with 
the government reports on the ex 
tent and character of the deposits, 
and the activity of mining com 
panies owning claims there, war 
rants the belief that before many 
years have passed the basin be- 
tween the head waters of the 
Brazeau and North Saskatohewan 
will be one of the largest coal pro 
duoing areas on the continent

DISEASE FROM POSTAGE STAMPS 
ee of the germ-laden 
condition of much current coin and 
paper. money, as reported recently, 
have a fitting corollary in the discovery, 
_made in England, that postage stamps 
are often thickly populated with bac- 
teria. Money is handled, but stamps, in 
addition, are by many persons moistened 
with the tongue, which makes their 
cleanliness a matter of especial interest. 
‘«Méver lick stamps,’’ says the British 
experimenter; and we must pronounce 
his advice sound. Says an editorial 
writer in the Daily Migror (London): 

‘“Few people realize that every time 
they liek a postage stamp that has been 
exposed to the atmosphere or handled 
by other people they are liable to ab- 
sorb into their systems multitudes of 
more or less virulent microbes. 

‘A very distinguished British seien- 
tist has just concluded some remarkable 
tests, specially undertaken for the Daily 
Mirror, to prove his theory that many 
diseases are frequently so communicat- 
ed. He bought some stamps at a post- 
office and placed some of them straight- 
way in tubes, which were put in an inen- 
bator. 4 

“‘Then he exposed the rest of the 
stamps, gummed side upward, for four 
hours in a room with an open window on 
a damp day, afterward similarly testing 
them. 

‘*Both sets of stamps were found to 
bear noxious organisms, but the stamps 
previously exposed to moist air had five 
times as many as the others, .

‘*These’ grape-like organisms are 
blown about in the air, clinging to frag- 
ments of dust.

“The dust settles on a stamp, 
the organisms go, too, the gum being 
a hospitable medium. 

‘‘There are also five times as many 
organisms on a stamp that has been 
handled than otherwise. Fingers are 
specially likely to impart organisims to 
the gum because they are always slight- 
ly moist, though they may appear i 
'yphoid and scarlet fever are diseases 
that pieces peculiarly liable to be con- 
veyed by stamps. But it is consoling to 
remember that some of the most viru- 
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dians as Kebec, meaning a narrow chan 
nel, The early missionaries, who best 
understood the Indian language, sajd 
that the word Kebec means a narrowing.

It is now thirty-one years since the 
inauguration of the industry that has 
done much to make famous the city of 
Peterborough, Ont. The pioneer of the 
industry was Colonel J. Z. Rogers, who 
laid down the lines and construeted the 
models that, with slight variations, have 
been followed ever since. 

in order to better explain the different 
styles and grades of canoes on the mar- 
ket today let us take a look at the pro- 
ducts of the famous factory whi¢h has 
grown to be one of the largest industries 
of Peterborough, *

pile is handled several times during the 
process of drying, so that the lumber 
does not become stained. 

The seasoned planks are first planed 
and then sawed into the required shapes 
from patterns of the required canoe, and 
carefully planed and sanded down to the 
sa thickness. , 

‘he canoe is built over a model or 
wooden frame, each plank or strip of 
material being made exactly the shape 
from patterns. Only the most expert 
workmen are employed, for each strip 
and rib has to be specially selected, so 
that its pliability and grain will best 
suit the use to which it is put. Material 
containing a single defect or knot is re- 
jected, even in building the cheapest 
canoe, 

The canoe having been completed, so 
far as the woodwork is concerned, it is 
placed in a hot-air chamber in order to 
drive out of the material any vestige 
of moisture the material may contain. 
Then it goes to the paint shop. Some 
canoes are biled and varnished only, 
leaving the natural color of the wood; 
others are given a coat of paint and then 
varnished, the finish depending on the 
style of craft and the use for which it 
is designed. If it is to be eanvacover- 
ed, the body of the canoe is first well 
oiled, and then the canvas covering is 
put on and made to fit like a glove. 

The most generally used canoe is the 
‘*Rib and Batten.’’ This is made of 
wide:planks fastened to rock elm ribs 
and battens. The ribs run from guy 
wale to gunwale. The battens are made 
of the same material and run parallel to 
the oak keel, They fulfill a two-fold 
purpose of covering the joints of the 
planking and also stiffening the frame.

THE PROBLEM OF THE AURORA 


fPVHE polar auroras—boreal and aus- 

tral—are mysteries as yet unex- 

plained. The theories attributing 
them to optical, magnetic, and electrical 
causes remain debatable. Professor 
Dudley, of the University of Nashville, 
attributes them to the presence of neon, 
a very rare gaseous element which pos- 
sesses the property of becoming lumin- 
ous. 

This strange element is made lumin- 
ous by the action of magnetic discharg- 
es formed by ions. Neon condenses un- 
der the action o1 the cold of extremely 
high atmospheric regions and of the 
glacial zones. Dr. Dudley has succeeded 
in isolating a very small quantity of 
this gas, which is a product so evasive 
that one hundred tons of air are requir 
od for the obtaiuing of a single quart. 

The experiments of Professor Dudley 
yrove that a false aurora borealis in all 
its colors may be produced by introduc- 
ing neon intu a Crookes tube and sub-

Big Shipment of Fat Cattle. 
The first big shipment of beef 


cattle frem Castor (the end of 
track on Lacombe Branch of the 
C.& E.), was loaded 
Thursday morning, when R. L. 
Shaw took delivery of four hun- 
dred and nineteen head, export 
steers and cows. 

These were all stock that had 
been fed last winter and turned 
back to grass as being light and 
unfinished for earlier shipments. 
While butcher cattle are not wan- 
ted, there is a satisfactory demand 
for good heavy exporters at prices 
ranging from four cents for cows 
and heifers to five cents for steers. 
This bunch from ranchers in the 
Castor, Ingleton, and Brownfield 
districts was, in Mr. Shaw’s judg- 
ment, the most evenly finished 
bunch of heavy grass cattle he has 
shipped from Central Alberta. 

Fifty-one head from Parker 
Brothers Ranch were particularly 
classy weighing an average of 
1570 lbs., per head. John Nelson 
of Brownfield, bad a bunch of 95 
head, and H. C. Rich 387 head 
which averaged considerably 
more than 1400 lbs. each.  Stoc- 
ken & Travers bunch of 57 head 
grossed out 1470 lbs. each, and 
Lane & Climie with 224 head ave- 
raged above 1400 lbs. per head. 
With the exception of Lane & 
Climie’s cattle which were mostly 
of Galloway breeding, the crosses 
were Shorthorn of close breeding 
Coppock’s bunch of 17 head of 3 
year olds weighed in at 1430 Ibe.
